American parents fight to reunite with children in Japan

It’s been six years, three weeks and one 
day since Navy Cmdr. Paul Toland last saw 
his only child, Erika — one of 118 Japanese- 
American children living in Japan and cut off 
from their American parents. 
“T count every day,” Toland said. “You can’t 
lose track.” 
Toland’s emotional tally began July 13, 2003, 
when he returned from work to discover his wife 
» had surreptitiously moved out of their home in 
a Navy housing complex in Yokohama, Japan, 
taking Erika — just 9 months old at the time 
— with her. 


Toland’s estranged wife, a native of Japan who 
became a U.S. citizen during their marriage, 
moved to Tokyo and barred him from visiting his 
daughter. 

Her actions likely would have resulted in fel- 
ony kidnapping charges in the United States but 
were essentially protected by Japanese criminal 
and family laws, which do not recognize parental 
child abduction as a crime and do not acknowl- 
edge foreign custody orders. 

But while Japanese nationals cannot be ar- 
rested for abducting their own children in Japan, 
foreigners in Japan would likely face criminal 
penalties if they attempted to take their children 
back, according to Jeremy Morely, a New York 
City-based attorney who has worked on parental 





child abduction cases in Japan for more than a 
decade. 

Toland, a medical administration officer now 
based in Bethesda, Md., is at the forefront of a 
growing international debate over parental child 
abduction in Japan. Even after his wife died in 
2007, he has been unable to gain custody of or 
even see Erika, who now lives with her maternal 
grandmother.

WASHINGTON — The re- 
mains of the first American lost 
in the Gulf War have been found 
in Iraq, the military said Sunday, 
a sorrowful resolution of a nearly 
two-decade-old question about 
the fate of Navy pilot Capt. Mi- 
chael “Scott” Speicher. 

The Pentagon said the Armed 
Forces Institute of Pathology on 
Saturday positively identified the 
remains, buried in the desert and 
located after officials received 
new information from an Iraqi 
citizen about a crash. 

Speicher’s disappearance has 
bedeviled investigators since his 
fighter was shot down over the 
Iraq desert on the first night of 
the 1991 war. 

The top Navy officer said the 
discovery is evidence of the 
military’s commitment to bring 
its troops home. “Our Navy will 
never give up looking for a ship-

mate, regardless of how long or 
how difficult that search may be,” 
said Adm. Gary Roughead, chief 
of Naval Operations. 

Over the years, critics contend- 
ed the Navy had not done enough, 
particularly right after the crash, 
to search for 33-year-old Speicher. 

The Pentagon initially declared 
Speicher killed. But uncertainty 
— and the lack of remains — led 
officials over the years to change 
his status a number of times to 
“missing in action” and later 
“missing-captured.” The family 
Speicher left behind, from outside 
Jacksonville, Fla., continued to 
press for the military to do more 
to resolve the case. 

Family spokeswoman Cindy 
Laquidara said relatives learned 
on Saturday that Speicher’s re- 
mains had been found. 

“The family’s proud of the way 
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the Defense Department contin- 
ued on with our request” not to 
abandon the search, she said. “We 
will be bringing him home.” 

More than a decade after he 
was shot down in a combat mis- 
sion, the U.S.-led invasion of Iraq 
in 2003 finally gave investigators 
the chance to search inside Iraq. 
That led to a number of new leads, 
including the discovery of what 
some believed were the initials 
“MSS” scratched into the wall of 
an Iraqi prison. 

The search also led investiga- 
tors to excavate a potential grave 
site in Baghdad in 2005, track 
down Iraqis said to have informa- 
tion about Speicher and make nu- 
merous inquiries in what officials 
say was an exhaustive search. 

Officials said Sunday that they 
got new information last month 
from an Iraqi citizen, prompting 


Marines stationed in the western 
province of Anbar to visit a loca- 
tion in the desert that was believed 
to be the crash site of Speicher’s 
FA-18 Hornet. 

“One of these Iraqi citizens stat- 
ed that they were present when 
Captain Speicher was found dead 
at the crash site by Bedouins and 
his remains buried,” the Defense 
Department said in a statement. 

The military recovered bones 
and multiple skeletal fragments 
and Speicher was positively iden- 
tified by matching a jawbone and 
dental records, said Rear Adm. 
Frank Thorp. 

While dental records have con- 
firmed the remains to be those of 
Speicher, the pathology institute 
in Rockville, Md., is running DNA 
tests on the remains and compar- 
ing them with DNA reference sam- 
ples provided by his family.

At the heart of the issue is 
Japan’s refusal to accede to the 
Hague Convention on the Civil 
Aspects of International Child 
Abduction of 1980. The treaty, 
which includes 81 countries as 
signatories, prevents parents 
from fleeing with their children to 
or within those countries before a 
court can determine custody. It 
protects rights of access for both 
parents and includes measures to 
safeguard victims of spousal and 
child abuse. 

In May, the United States, the 
United Kingdom, France and 
Canada held a symposium in 
Tokyo and released a joint state- 
ment urging Japan to sign the 
Hague convention —the first such 
public declaration after decades 
of lobbying Japanese government 
officials behind the scenes. 

But after nearly 30 years of mul- 
tilateral diplomacy, Rep. Chris 
Smith, R-N.J., thinks a hard-line 
approach is now in order. 

In July, Smith introduced the 
International Child Abduction 
Prevention Act of 2009, which 
would allow for economic sanc- 
tions against countries that re- 
fuse to take action in international 
child abduction cases. 

“Japan is one of the most egre- 
gious abusers in this regard, 
and that’s unacceptable,’ Smith 
said. “If we continue to allow 
this to happen, we will get much 
more of it because there will be 
impunity.” 

U.S. State Department reports 
show the number of open cases 
of parental abductions in Japan 
involving American children 
has doubled since last year, ris- 
ing from 40 cases involving 50 
children to 80 cases affecting 118 
children. Most cases involve 
Japanese mothers and non-Jap- 
anese fathers whose breakup 
results in the mother keeping 
her children away from their fa- 
ther in Japan. 

State Department officials 
agree the problem is getting 
worse as international mar- 
riages and divorces continue to 
rise and more parents report 
their cases to the department, 
but they contend Japan is mov- 
ing toward taking action. 

“They are beginning to rec- 
ognize that this is an issue that 
sets Japan apart from [its clos- 
est allies],” said Michelle Bond, 
deputy assistant secretary for 
overseas citizens services at the 
State Department. 

Japan is the only major in- 
dustrialized nation not to have 
signed the treaty and is behind 
only Mexico and India in the 
number of parental child abduc- 
tion cases involving American 
children, Bond said. 


Japan’s reluctance to sign the 


Hague treaty stems from its tra- 
dition of sole-custody divorces, 
Bond said, wherein one parent 
makes a complete and lifelong 
break from his or her children 
when a couple splits.

Bill would create support network for 
servicemembers in custody battles 


The U.S. military would be required to estab- 
lish an official support network for servicemem- 
bers whose children have been abducted overseas 
under an amendment added to the 2010 defense 
authorization bill last month. 

Introduced by Rep. Chris Smith, R-N.J., the 
measure requires the Defense Department to 
establish a database to track cases and a system 
of uniform legal advice for troops regarding di- 
vorces from foreign nationals. 

“They feel all alone. They’re not at home, and 
their network is the military. There needs to be a 
robust effort to help them,” Smith said. “From the 
top right on down the whole chain of command, 
they need to be advising these servicemembers. 
Sometimes they’re getting bad advice.” 

The full bill must still go through a conference 
committee and be reapproved by the House and 
Senate before the amendment will become law. 

Navy Cmdr. Paul Toland, who has been fight- 
ing for more than six years for custody rights to 
his daughter in Japan, said he initially received 
poor legal advice from a military attorney. 

Shortly after his Japanese-American wife

moved out with their daughter, a military at- 
torney at Yokosuka Naval Base, where he was 
stationed, advised him to pursue the case in Jap- 
anese court. The move resulted in a U.S. court 
later refusing to hear his custody case, citing 
Japanese jurisdiction. 

“That advice doomed me in the end,” Toland 
said. “That lack of knowledge really hurt me.” 

Though Japan does not recognize foreign cus- 
tody orders, not having one has further compli- 
cated his efforts to see his daughter. 

The State Department, which tracks and as- 
sists in cases of parental child abduction over- 
seas, is working to improve its relationship with 
the military to provide better advice and assis- 
tance for troops. 

Although the State Department does not track 
which cases involve servicemembers, many of 
the 50 open cases in Japan involve active-duty 
troops or former servicemembers who met their 
spouses while stationed in the country, said Mi- 
chelle Bond, deputy assistant secretary for over- 
seas citizens services at the State Department in 
Washington.

tends to keep the children, and 
police will not intervene in cus- 
tody cases, Bond said. 

In an interview with Stars and 
Stripes last month, Japanese 
Foreign Ministry spokesman Ya- 
sumasa Kawamura said: “Japan 
fully recognizes that the Hague 
Convention is one of the most ef- 


fective tools to protect children’s 
rights and well-being.” 

But a gap exists between “what 
the treaty requires and Japan’s 
social expectations based on 
Japan’s family relationship and 
legal system,” he said. 

The current system isn’t work- 
ing for Rick Gates, a civilian De- 





partment of 

Defense employee at Naha 
Port on Okinawa and a former 
Marine who first came to Japan 
on assignment in 1994. Gates, 
38, has not been allowed to visit 
his two children, both American 
citizens, in almost a year despite 
having a Japanese custody order 
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for his oldest daughter, Monami, 

8. 

Soon after his divorce in early 
2008, Gates said, he and his Jap- 
anese wife decided to reconcile. 
Though he got custody of Mona- 
mi during the proceedings, he al- 
lowed her to stay with his ex-wife 
and his son, Kaito, 6. 

“T didn’t want to split the chil- 
dren up,” he said. “I had every be- 
lief that we were going to restore 
our marriage, so I didn’t push 
the issue of getting my daughter 
turned over to me.” 

But within a few months, Gates 
said, his ex-wife changed her 
mind about reconciling and even- 
tually stopped him from visiting 
his children or even speaking to 
them on the phone. 

Like Toland, Gates has worked 
with the State Department to 
have a third-party mediator from 
the embassy check on the status 
of his children in what is referred 
to as a “welfare and whereabouts 
visit.” Both Toland and Gates 
hope political pressure from 
Capitol Hill will finally help turn 
the tide in Japan. 

But Morely, the New York City 
attorney, said congressional ef- 
forts could backfire. 

“American pressure can very 
well be  counterproductive,” 
Morely said. “If Japan sees the 
world community upset with 
them, that will be better than 
the perception that the Ameri- 
can government is trying to bully 
them.” 

He argues that continued diplo- 
macy is key to not only persuade 
Japan to sign the Hague treaty 
but also to change its family legal 
system, which is crucial if the 
treaty is to function properly. 

“As soon as they sign it, they’ll 
be in violation of it,’ he said. 
“That’s why they haven’t signed 
it; they’re not set up for it.” 

In many cases, “taking” par- 
ents can be arrested if they leave 
Japan and they often live in fear 
that their children will be kid- 
napped back from them, Morely 
said. 

“Not signing is hurting a lot of 
Japanese mothers, and that fact 
is not yet understood in Japan,” 
he said. “It’s detrimental. It forc- 
es the Japanese mother never to 
leave the country.” 

The National Center for Miss- 
ing and Exploited Children 
knows of no successful return 
of a child from Japan to the 
United States as aresult of civil 

ligation or criminal proceed- 

ings, said Maura Harty, senior 
policy director for the Interna- 
tional Centre for Missing and 
Exploited Children. The two 
groups are sister organizations. 
“We hope the government of 

Japan will hear the collective ar- 

guments and cases being made 

by the international community 

... and modify its domestic law,” 

as well as become a signatory to 

the Hague treaty, Harty said. 

Meanwhile, like scores of other 
parents whose children have 
been spirited away in Japan, 
Toland is essentially powerless. 
Still, he said, he has spent hun- 
dreds of hours in Japanese and 
U.S. courts and nearly $200,000 
in legal fees and other expenses. 

“T’m not giving up on this,” said 
Toland, 42, who is now engaged 
and helping raise his fiancee’s 
teenage son. “I’d never give up 
on this. ’d never give up on my 
own daughter.”

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Study: Army misstep 
left troops open to Wanat attack”

SEATTLE — In the days before one 
of the fiercest battles in America’s eight- 
year war in Afghanistan, Army Capt. 
Benjamin Pry argued for more surveil- 
lance flights to help his beleaguered unit 
of fewer than 50 soldiers. 

Since moving into a new outpost on 
July 8, 2008, they had struggled with 
shortages of water, fuel, food and heavy 
machinery to help defend against an 
enemy attack that they believed would 
eventually come. Lacking excavating 
equipment, the troops dug fortifications 
by scraping the rocky soil with spades 
and bare hands. 

Then on July 12, headquarters com- 
manders diverted drones to another area. 
Pry argued so hard to undo that decision 
that he said he breached professional eti- 
quette. Still, he was unsuccessful. 

“We had no support from brigade, divi- 
sion or theater level assets at the time,” 
Pry told Army historians in a study ob- 
tained by The Seattle Times. 

That study, written by historian Doug- 
las Cubbison of the U.S. Army Combat 
Studies Institute at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan., documented missteps that preceded 
some of the bloodiest combat for Ameri- 
can troops in Afghanistan. 

Early in the morning of July 13, the out- 
post at the village of Wanat came under 
assault from some 200 enemy troops. The 
attack claimed the lives of nine Army sol- 
diers — including Cpl. Jason Bogar, 25, 
of Seattle — and wounded 27 others, pre- 
cipitating the withdrawal of U.S. troops 
from the valley. 

The 254-page unreleased study chal- 
lenges the Army’s official battle in- 
vestigation, which had concluded that 
leaders displayed “sound military analy- 
sis” and that no blame could be placed on 
commanders. 

Cubbison noted suspect decisions by 
commanders, who allowed an under- 
staffed platoon to plant itself in hostile 
territory without adequate support. 

In the Wanat battle study, Cubbison 
concluded that: 

m™ Nosenior commander visited Wanat 
before establishing it as an outpost, and it 
was “highly questionable” whether these 
commanders exercised due diligence 
when they ordered a platoon to move 
there. 

m The lack of heavy equipment to for- 
tify defenses and the lack of intelligence 
support directly contributed to the casu- 
alties suffered last July 13. 

The Army institute is a military think 
tank that helps evaluate Army capabili- 
ties and operations. 

Cubbison noted that some soldiers who

stepped forward to talk did so at the “risk 
of being professionally censured.” 

Army officials say the study is far from 
finished. They described it as a working 
paper that is not yet even a draft. “It’s 
not done,” Lt. Col. Christopher Garver, 
an Army spokesman at the Pentagon, told 
The Seattle Times on Thursday. 

A spokesman for the Army institute 
confirmed that the study was not yet 
complete. 


‘Chosen Company’ 


They called themselves “Chosen Com- 
pany,” and their informal mascot was 
a Marvel Comics figure known as The 
Punisher, a lone soldier who took jobs no- 
body else would do. 

Based out of Italy, Company C was 
part of the 173rd Airborne Brigade Com- 
mand Team and had earned a reputa- 
tion as a savvy, combat-hardened unit of 
paratroopers. 

Bogar joined the Washington National 
Guard in 2000 and then became caught 
up in military life. He served in Iraq, 
assisted in the aftermath of Hurricane 
Katrina and then went to Afghanistan. 
After returning, he joined the active-duty 
Army with the belief that the military 
would send him to film school, according 
to his mother. 

Instead, he ended up in Afghanistan. 

In June 2007, the company was sent to 
the Waigal Valley, a remote, rugged cor- 
ner of eastern Afghanistan that hosted 
insurgent groups. 

The company had three platoons, but 
only two of them were sent to the valley. 
Cubbison wrote that those two platoons 
were overextended as they tried to staff 


Spartan outposts. 

Early on, they faced tough fighting. Sol- 
diers were involved in hand-to-hand com- 
bat in August 2007 as insurgents tried to 
overrun one of the outposts. 

An incident in January 2008 was a blow 
to both troop morale and attempts to co- 
operate with Afghan forces. 

Platoon leader Sgt. Matthew Kahler 
was killed by an Afghan soldier who 
leaned out of a bunker, fired a shot and 
then fled. After an investigation, the kill- 
ing was ruled an accident. 

But soldiers in the platoon believed that 
it was deliberate, according to the study 
and Bogar’s diary entry obtained by The 
Seattle Times. 

“He (Kahler) walked up stating loudly 
we are Americans,” Bogar wrote. “But 
(he) was still shot in the head. 

Kahler’s death was followed by a period 
of intense warfare that continued through 
the summer of 2008. 

On July 4, a U.S. attack near Bella in- 
flamed the local communities against 
the Americans, according to the study. 
A convoy of pickups was speeding away 
from an area that was the source of hos- 
tile fire. U.S. Apache helicopters fired on 
the trucks, killing 17, including doctors, 
nurses and staff of a local health clinic. 

It was unclear what happened. Capt. 
Pry, the company intelligence officer, 
believed insurgents had forced their way 
onto the convoy. Still, for the enemy it was 
a propaganda victory. 

The anger over the death of civilians, 
valley resident Sami Nurstani said, led to 
the attack nine days later on Wanat. 

On the evening of July 8, 2008, soldiers 
began arriving at Wanat. 
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An Afghan construction company had 
been hired to build up the defenses with 
heavy equipment. But that company 
never showed up, so there were shortages 
of equipment and supplies for such cru- 
cial tasks, according to the study. 


The attack 


The attack began at about 4 a.m., led 
by a volley of rocket-propelled grenades 
that targeted key defenses and rendered 
the unit’s mortars ineffective. The grav- 
est situation was at an observation post 
manned by Bogar and eight others who 
came under a withering onslaught. 

“This first round of explosions was 
devastatingly accurate, and everybody 
in the OP (observation post) was imme- 
diately wounded, stunned or both,” wrote 
Cubbison. 

Pfc. Sergio Abad was mortally wound- 
ed at the start of the attack in the mortar 
pit. Spc. Tyler Stafford suffered searing 
burns and shrapnel wounds as he was 
blown out of his machine-gun position. 
Stafford ended up next to Spc. Matthew 
Phillips. He watched Phillips throw a gre- 
nade and then get knocked down, mortal- 
ly wounded. 

Stafford then crawled to a hole where 
Bogar was firing an automatic weapon 
perched atop a sandbag. Bogar fired hun- 
dreds of rounds until his weapon became 
jammed. Then he tended to Stafford’s 
wounds. 

“He saw how bad my arm was bleed- 
ing and he grabbed a tourniquet and put 
it on my arm,” Stafford told The Seattle 
Times. 

Sgt. Ryan Pitts also had been wounded, 
by a rocket-propelled grenade. Bogar tied 
a tourniquet around Pitts’ leg. 

Bogar then ventured to another part of 
the observation post to use another ma- 
chine gun. 

Platoon leader ist Lt. Jonathan 
Brostrom and Cpl. Jason Hovater arrived 
at the observation post to reinforce the 
soldiers. By that time, the insurgents had 
breached the perimeter. 

Stafford and Pitts survived the battle. 
Bogar, Brostrom and Hovater were even- 
tually killed. 

While insurgents penetrated the con- 
certina wire, they never took control of 
the outpost. 

After several hours of fighting, the 
battle turned as American helicopter 
gunships strafed enemy positions, bomb- 
ers dropped their loads and more troops 
were sent in. 

By the end of the battle, 75 percent of 
the U.S. troops were wounded or dead.

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6 U.S. deaths in 2 days grim start to month 
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3 American troops killed in attack on patrol in eastern Afghanistan

KANDAHAR, Afghanistan 
— Nine NATO troops, including 
six Americans, were killed in 
Afghanistan over the weekend, 
according to military officials, 
a grim start to a month that fol- 
lows the bloodiest 30-day period 
for foreign forces in the country 
since the war began nearly eight 
years ago. 

Three American soldiers were 
killed Sunday in eastern Afghani- 
stan when a bomb struck their pa- 
trol and insurgents attacked them 
with small-arms fire. The three 
soldiers died in the engagement, 
said Lt. Cmdr. Christine Siden- 
stricker, a U.S. military spokes- 
person in Kabul. 

Two Canadian troops were 
killed Saturday when their patrol 
was struck by two bombs in vola- 
tile Zhari district, west of Kan- 
dahar Airfield, the main NATO 
base in southern Afghanistan, 
Brig. Gen. Jonathan Vance, com- 
mander of the Canada-led Task 
Force Kandahar, said Sunday. 

The Canadian soldiers died the 
same day that three other U.S. 
troops were killed in a bomb ex- 
plosion elsewhere in Kandahar 
province and a French soldier 
died in an attack north of Kabul. 

The fatal attacks continue a 
bleak trend that began last month, 
when 75 troops — 43 of them 
Americans — were killed in Af- 
ghanistan, making July the deadli- 
est month for foreign forces since 
the U.S.-led invasion in 2001. 

More than half of those deaths 
were from bomb attacks, and 
nearly three-quarters of them 
have occurred in southern Af- 
ghanistan, where NATO-led forc- 
es have launched several large 
ongoing operations against Tal- 
iban insurgents, including mas- 
sive offensives by U.S. Marines 
and British forces in Helmand 
province. 

Despite the sharp rise in NATO 
deaths, Vance said troops were 
not failing in their mission. 

“Yesterday alone, Task Force 
Kandahar conducted successful 
operations in securing suicide 
vests and seizing the contents of 


two major [bomb] factories that 
were obviously destined to find 
their way to Kandahar, maybe 
even to be used on election day,” 
he said. 

As Canadian forces held a cer- 
emony Sunday to send their two 
fallen soldiers home, four U.S. 
medevac helicopters landed at 
Kandahar Airfield and offloaded 
several wounded soldiers, a re- 
minder that even as NATO troops 
mourned their losses, casualties 
continued in the field. 

There are currently about 
100,000 foreign soldiers in Af- 
ghanistan, including 66,000 
Americans, and those forces have 
stepped up operations against the 
Taliban and other militants in 
advance of the Aug. 20 presiden- 
tial election, only the second such 
vote in the country’s turbulent 
history. 

Last Thursday, Taliban lead- 
ers urged Afghans to boycott the 
election, and called on its fighters 
to block roads to prevent people 
from voting, the Associated Press 
and other agencies reported. 

Nearly 240 foreign soldiers have 
been killed in Afghanistan so far 
this year, according to icasual- 
ties.org, putting 2009 on track to 
be the bloodiest for international 
forces since the war began. 

Last year, 294 international sol- 
diers lost their lives in Afghani- 
stan, according to the Web site, 
and violence has risen steadily 
every year since 2003. 

The United States has lost at 
least 136 soldiers so far this year, 
followed by the United Kingdom 
with 54 deaths and Canada with 
19 deaths, according to the icasu- 
alties.org site. 

On Friday, the United Nations 
said that the number of civilians 
killed in the war has also esca- 
lated, rising by 24 percent during 
the first half of 2009 compared to 
the same period last year. 

According to the U.N., at least 
1,013 civilians died during the 
first six months of this year, com- 
pared to 818 during the same 
period in 2008. Taliban attacks 
were responsible for at least 595 
of those deaths, the U.N. said.

Car bomb at Anbar market kills at least 5, injures dozens

BAGHDAD — An explosives-laden car 
parked near an outdoor market exploded 
Sunday in a mainly Sunni area in west- 
ern Iraq, killing at least five people and 
wounding 34, police said, raising concern 
that sectarian violence could resurge now 
that U.S. troops have pulled out of major 
Iraqi urban areas. 

The attack came as Prime Minister 
Nouri al-Maliki, a Shiite, was visiting the 
self-ruled Kurdish region in northern Iraq 
for talks with Kurdish leaders over a range 
of issues that have long poisoned relations, 
like control of oil and territory. 

Al-Maliki recently said in Washington 


that differences between the Kurds and 
the rest of Iraq were among the most dan- 
gerous challenges facing his country and 
that they must be resolved by constitution- 
al means, not by force. 

On Sunday, he met with recently re- 
elected regional President Massoud Bar- 
zani, Iraqi President Jalal Talabani, a 
Kurd, and other Kurdish officials. 

But Sunday’s bombing — coming two 
days after 29 people were killed in blasts 
in Baghdad — demonstrated that Iraq 
continues to be volatile elsewhere as well 
and raised concerns about the abilities of 
Iraqi forces to protect the people as U.S. 
troops prepare to withdraw by the end of 
2011. 

A police officer said the explosives-laden 


car was parked near sidewalk vendors at 
an outdoor market in Haditha, a city on the 
Euphrates 140 miles northwest of Bagh- 
dad. The officer gave the casualty toll on 
condition of anonymity because he wasn’t 
authorized to release the information. 

Haditha is in Anbar province, which was 
one of the most dangerous areas in Iraq 
until Sunni tribal leaders joined forces 
with the U.S. military to fight al-Qaida in 
Iraq. 

The attack Sunday follows a series of 
blasts in the capital Baghdad over the past 
few days. 

A bomb hidden inside a toilet struck a 
Sunni mosque south of Baghdad on Sat- 
urday, wounding two people, according to 
Iraqi police. A series of bombings targeted 


Shiite mosques a day earlier during Friday 
prayers in Baghdad, killing at least 29 peo- 
ple and injuring more than 100. 

U.S. officials have warned they ex- 
pect insurgents to try to re-ignite sectar- 
ian violence, which pushed the country 
to the brink of civil war in 2006 and 2007. 
Violence has dropped sharply following 
a U.S. troop surge in 2007, a Sunni revolt 
against al-Qaida in Iraq and a Shiite mili- 
tia cease-fire. 

U.S. officials have said they were opti- 
mistic that Shiite groups would exercise 
restraint in the face of Sunni attacks tar- 
geting their community. Bombings blamed 
on Sunni insurgents have often in the past 
been followed by mortar attacks and ex- 
ecution-style retaliatory killings.

Top U.N. official calls for 
talks with Taliban leaders

KABUL — The top U.N. offi- 
cial in Afghanistan called Sunday 
for talks with Taliban leaders at 
the highest level, another indica- 
tion that parts of the international 
community are reaching out to 
the top echelons of the radical Is- 
lamist movement. 

Kai Eide did not name Taliban 
leader Mullah Omar in his call 
for negotiations, but he dismissed 
plans that call for reaching out to 
only some militant commanders. 

“If you want relevant results, 
you have to talk to those who 
are relevant. If you want impor- 
tant results, you have to talk to 
those who are important. If you 
only have a partial reconcilia- 
tion process, you will have partial 
results,” said Eide, a Norwegian 
diplomat who heads the United 
Nations mission to Afghanistan. 

While the need for talks with 
the Taliban is recognized across 
the international community, the 
conditions attached to such pro- 
posals — and the timing of the 
talks — are a bone of contention. 

President Hamid Karzai, fac- 
ing a re-election challenge later 
this month, has repeatedly called 
for talks with Taliban leaders on 
condition that the militants ac- 
cept Afghanistan’s constitution. 
Karzai has even personally guar- 
anteed safe passage for Omar if 
he attends such talks. 

Omar, who is believed to be hid- 
ing out in Pakistan, has publicly 
dismissed the overtures, calling 
Karzai an American puppet and 
saying no talks can happen while 
foreign troops are in the country. 

But behind the public postur- 
ing, several Gulf countries are 
working on sketching out the con- 


tours of a political process that 
could bring an end to the conflict. 
The war is claiming a record 
number of lives among U.S. and 
NATO troops and Afghan civil- 
ians nearly eight years after the 
U.S. invaded the nation and oust- 
ed the Taliban from power. 

The Taliban government — led 
by Omar — was sheltering Osama 
bin Laden as he plotted the al- 
Qaida attacks of Sept. 11, 2001. 

Eide’s remarks follow calls 
made last week by David 
Miliband, the British foreign sec- 
retary, for talks with regular Tal- 
iban fighters. 

Miliband said that while hard- 
line fundamentalist commanders 
committed to a global jihad must 
be pursued relentlessly, ordinary 
rank-and-file Taliban should be 
given the opportunity “to leave 
the path of confrontation with the 
government.” 

He said Afghanistan’s govern- 
ment must develop “a political 
strategy for dealing with the in- 
surgency through reintegration 
and reconciliation” and “effective 
grass-roots initiatives to offer an 
alternative to fight or flight to the 
foot soldiers of the insurgency.” 

U.S. Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton said Washington 
agrees with the British analysis 
of the way forward. 

Eide said that his approach is 
more comprehensive. 

“If you do want a compre- 
hensive peace process, it is not 
enough to talk to the commanders 
on the ground,” Eide said. 

“It is a political process, and I 
think you also have to approach 
the more political structures of 
the insurgency movement,” he 
said without naming any insur- 
gent leaders.

BAGHDAD — The war in Iraq was truly an 
American-only effort Saturday after Britain and 
Australia, the last of its international partners, 
pulled out. 

Little attention was paid in Iraq to what effective- 
ly ended the so-called coalition of the willing, with 
the U.S. — as the leader of Multi-National Force— 
Iraq — letting the withdrawals pass without any 
public demonstration. 

The quiet end of the coalition was a departure 
from its creation, which saw then-U.S. President 
George W. Bush court countries for support before 
and after the March 2003 invasion. 

“We’re grateful to those partners who contribut- 
ed in the past and we look forward to working with 
them in the future,” military spokesman Army Lt. 
Col. Mark Ballesteros told The Associated Press in 
an e-mail. 

At its height, the coalition numbered about 
300,000 soldiers from 38 countries: 250,000 from 
the United States, about 40,000 from Britain, and 
the rest ranging from 2,000 Australians to 70 
Albanians. 

But most of the United States’ traditional Europe- 
an allies, those who supported actions in Afghani- 
stan and the previous Iraq war, sat it out. 

It effectively ended last week with Friday’s de- 
parture of Australian troops and the expiration of 
the mandate for the tiny remaining British con- 
tingent after Iraq’s parliament adjourned without 
agreeing to allow the troops to stay to protect south- 
ern oil ports and train Iraqi troops.

The U.S. military, though, said the withdrawals 
did not mean it was going it alone in Iraq. 

“We haven’t lost our international partners. 
Rather, there are representatives from around the 
world here in various capacities such as NATO, 
military advisers, law enforcement and construc- 
tion workers,” said Army Col. John R. Robinson, a 
military spokesman at the U.S. headquarters out- 
side Baghdad. 

Australia’s military commander in the Middle 
East, Maj. Gen. Mark Kelly, said Friday the last 12 
Australian soldiers who had been embedded with 
U.S. units were flown out of Baghdad on Tuesday, 
three days ahead of the deadline. 

A security detachment of about 100 soldiers will 
remain to protect embassy personnel. 

Britain withdrew its remaining 100 to 150 mostly 
Navy personnel to Kuwait, though was hopeful they 
might return. 

“We are exploring with the Iraqi Government the 
possibility of resuming some or all of our planned 
naval activity in advance of ratification,” the Brit- 
ish Defense Ministry said in a statement released 
Saturday. 

The coalition had a troubled history and began 
to crumble within months of the U.S.-led invasion, 
as many countries faced political and social unrest 
over an unpopular war. 

Critics said the tiny contingents that partnered 
with the coalition, such as Estonia, Albania and Ro- 
mania, gave the U.S. token international support for 
the invasion. 

Mass protests were held in many countries, in- 
cluding Spain, which was one of the most notable 
withdrawals from the coalition.

Rival sides criticize Iran’s opposition trial

TEHRAN, Iran — A conserva- 
tive who ran in Iran’s disputed 
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election and a former president 
allied with the opposition criti- 
cized the government’s pros- 
ecution of opposition supporters, 
saying those who killed protest- 
ers must be brought to justice. 

Conservatives have increasing- 
ly joined reformists in criticizing 
the government’s response to the 
unrest that followed the June 12 
election as allegations have sur- 
faced of violent abuse against op- 
position supporters detained by 
authorities. 

Mohsen Rezaei, who was the 
only conservative challenger to 
President Mahmoud Ahmadine- 
jad in the election, sent a letter 
to the head of Iran’s judiciary 
demanding the government put 
people on trial who attacked op- 
position supporters and tortured 
detainees. He said the trial must 
include those responsible for the 
death of the son of one of his top 
aides. 

“Otherwise, justice will not be 
realized and it is possible that un- 
rest will not end,” said Rezael, ac- 
cording to a report posted on his 
Web site Sunday, after Iran began 
its first trial against activists and 
protesters following the election. 

While Rezaei focused on the 


need for a parallel trial for those 
who attacked protesters and de- 
tainees, former President Mo- 
hammad Khatami criticized the 
current proceeding as a sham 
that would further erode con- 
fidence in the ruling Islamic 
establishment. 

Khatami said he hoped the 
“show” trial of more than 100 
people, including his former vice 
president, that started Saturday 
would not “lead to ignorance of 
the real crimes” carried out by 
authorities following the election. 

At least 30 people were killed in 
the unrest that followed the elec- 
tion as hundreds of thousands of 
opposition supporters took to the 
streets to protest Ahmadinejad’s 
victory, according to Iran’s par- 
liament. Human rights groups 
believe the number is likely far 
greater, and at least one person, 
Mohsen Rouhalamini, has died in 
detention. 

Mohsen is the son of Rezaei’s 
top aide, Abdolhossein Rouhala- 
mini. He was arrested at a July 9 
protest and taken to a hospital two 
weeks later where he died within 
hours. Reformist Web sites said 
his jaw was broken when his fa- 
ther received his body. 


Plague kills 1 in China; 11 others infected

infection, health authorities said. 


The 32-year-old herdsman died in Ziketan in Qinghai province, the 
provincial health bureau said in a statement posted on its Web site Sat- 


urday. It did not say when he died. 


Pneumonic plague is spread through the air and can be passed from 
person to person through coughing, according to the World Health Or- 
ganization. It is caused by the same bacteria that occurs in bubonic 
plague — the Black Death that killed an estimated 25 million people in 


Europe during the Middle Ages.

Before his death from rheumat- 
ic fever on Dec. 5, 1791, he had 
written more than 600 pieces. 

Leisinger said Mozart likely 
wrote the two newly attributed 
pieces when he was between 7 
and 8 years old, with his father, 
Leopold, transcribing the notes 
as his son played them at the 
keyboard. 

A series of analyses confirmed 
the writing as Leopold’s, and 
at the time Mozart was not yet 
versed in musical notation. But 
Leopold himself was ruled out as 
the author of the pieces based on 
stylistic scrutiny, the Mozarteum 
said in a statement. 

“There are obvious discrep- 
ancies between the _ technical 
virtuosity and a certain lack of 
compositional experience,” it 
said. 

At Sunday’s presentation, Aus- 
trian musician Florian Birsak, an 
expert for early keyboard music, 
played the two pieces on Mozart’s 
own fortepiano for reporters. 

Both works were identified as 
part of a larger investigation of 
the foundation’s Mozart-related 
materials, including letters, doc- 
uments and more than 100 music 
manuscripts — some in the hand 
of the composer, others tran- 
scribed by contemporaries. 


While “Nannerl’s Music Book” 
has been in the foundation’s hands 
for more than a century, the piec- 
es were considered anonymous 
creations — until Leisinger and 
his team took a closer look. 

“These two pieces struck us 
because they were so extrava- 
gant,” Leisinger said, adding that 
the two works share a number of 
similarities but that the prelude 
— believed to have been writ- 
ten after the concerto movement 
— was “much more refined.” 

Posthumous discoveries of Mo- 
zart pieces are rare — but not un- 
heard of. 

In September, Leisinger an- 
nounced that a French library 
had found another previously un- 
known piece of music handwrit- 
ten by Mozart. 

That work, described as the 
preliminary draft of a musical 
composition, was found in Nantes 
in western France as library staff 
members were going through its 
archives. 

Leisinger says the library con- 
tacted his foundation for help au- 
thenticating the work. 

The Salzburg-based founda- 
tion, established in 1880 and a 
prime source for Mozart-related 
matters, seeks to preserve the 
composer’s heritage and find new 
approaches for analyzing him.

' Military ignored signs 


of violence in Nigeria

MAIDUGURI, Nigeria — Ni- 
gerian authorities ignored dozens 
of warnings about a violent Is- 
lamist sect until it attacked police 
stations and government build- 
ings last week in a bloodbath 
that killed more than 700 people, 
Muslim clerics and an army offi- 
cial said. 

More than 50 Muslim leaders 
repeatedly called Nigeria’s po- 
lice, local authorities and state 
security to urge them to take 
action against Boko Haram sect 
militants but their pleas were 
ignored, Imam Ibrahim Ahmed 
Abdullahi said. 

He spoke Saturday to The As- 
sociated Press along with several 
other Muslim scholars in the bat- 
tle-ravaged city of Maiduguri. 

“A lot of imams tried to draw 
the attention of the government,” 
Abdullahi said, drawing nods 
from scholars sitting with him in 
a Maiduguri slum. “We used to 


call the government and security 
agents to say that these people 
must be stopped from what they 
are doing because it must bring a 
lot of trouble.” 

On July 26, militants from the 
sect attacked a police station in 
Bauchi state, triggering a wave 
of militant violence that spread 
to three other northern states. 
Nigerian authorities retaliated 
five days later by storming the 
group’s sprawling Maiduguri 
headquarters, killing at least 100 
people in the attack, half of them 
inside the sect’s mosque. 

About 700 people were killed 
in days of violence last week in 
Maiduguri alone, according to 
Col. Ben Ahanotu, the military 
official in charge of a local anti- 
crime operation. 

The imams were not the only 
ones to raise the alarm. Ahanotu 
said he recommended several 
times action be taken against the 
group but received no orders to 
do so.

WASHINGTON — The Obama 
administration is looking at cre- 
ating a courtroom-within-a-pris- 
on complex in the U.S. to house 
suspected terrorists, combining 
military and civilian detention 
facilities at a single maximum- 
security prison. 

Several senior U.S. officials 
said the administration is eyeing 
a soon-to-be-shuttered state max- 
imum security prison in Michi- 
gan and the 134-year-old military 
penitentiary at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan., as possible locations for a 
heavily guarded site to hold the 
229 suspected al-Qaida, Taliban 
and foreign fighters now jailed at 
Guantanamo Bay in Cuba. 

The officials outlined the plans 
— the latest effort to comply with 
President Barack Obama’s order 
to close the prison camp by Jan. 
22, and satisfy congressional and 
public fears about incarcerat- 
ing terror suspects on American 
soil — on condition of anonymity 
because the options are under 
review. 

White House spokesman Ben 
LaBolt said Friday that no deci- 
sions have been made about the 
proposal. But the White House 
considers the courtroom-prison 
complex as the best among a se- 
ries of bad options, an adminis- 
tration official said. 

The facility would operate as a 
hybrid prison system jointly oper- 
ated by the Justice Department, 
the military and the Department 
of Homeland Security. The ad- 








ministration’s plan, according to 
three government officials, calls 
for: 

™@ Moving all the Guantanamo 
detainees to a single U.S. prison. 
The Justice Department has 
identified between 60 and 80 who 
could be prosecuted in military 
or federal criminal courts. 

™ Building a court facility 
within the prison site where de- 
fendants would be tried. 

@ Providing long-term holding 
cells for a small number of de- 
tainees who are considered too 
dangerous to risk being freed. 

™@ Building immigration deten- 
tion cells for detainees ordered 
released by courts but without 
countries willing to take them. 

Each proposal, according to 
experts in constitutional and na- 
tional security law, faces legal 
and logistics problems. 

Several Michigan lawmakers 
have said they would be open to 
moving detainees to Michigan as 
long as there is broad local sup- 
port, but other state legislatures 
have not promised to support the 
plan. 

Under consideration is the 
soon-to-be-shuttered Standish 
maximum-security state prison 
in northeast Michigan. The facil- 
ity already has individual cells 
and ample security for detainees, 
but would need $100 million in 
upgrades.

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Souter: Citizens know too little

CHICAGO — Retired Supreme Court Justice 
David Souter urged the nation’s lawyers Satur- 
day to help revitalize civic education, warning 
the failure of many Americans to understand how 
the government works poses a serious threat. 

“There is a danger to judicial independence 
when people have no understanding of how the 
judiciary fits into the constitutional scheme,” 
Souter said in his keynote address to the Ameri- 
can Bar Association’s annual meeting. 

Souter pointed to a poll showing two-thirds of 
Americans can’t name the three branches of gov- 
ernment — executive, legislative and judicial. He 
said that has to change to keep the nation’s judges 
independent of political pressures. 

“We cannot stand up for the judiciary by leav- 


ing two-thirds of the American people ignorant 
that there are three branches,” he said. 

Souter, who retired this year, received pro- 
longed applause from members of the bar asso- 
ciation, the nation’s leading lawyers group. 

The New Hampshire native said he learned 
the lessons of democracy and the functions of the 
three branches of government as a boy at New 
England town meetings, adding “for those of you 
from the hinterland” that such gatherings are 
“the most radical exercise of American democ- 
racy that you can find.” 

“Tt didn’t matter if someone were rich or poor, 
young or old, sensible or foolish,” he said, meet- 
ings were governed by “fundamental fairness.” 

Souter said a rebirth of civic education is need- 
ed to ensure the nation has “judges who stand up 
for individual rights against the popular will.” 


NRA‘s warning not so intimidating

WASHINGTON — The National Rifle Associ- 
ation’s threat to punish senators who vote for Su- 
preme Court nominee Sonia Sotomayor has been 
met with diffidence from many Democrats and 
Republicans who plan to support her. 

It looks like the gun rights group is losing a 
fight to defeat the president’s first pick. 

Voting “yes” will include NRA-endorsed Dem- 
ocratic Sen. Max Baucus and his fellow Mon- 
tanan Sen. Jon Tester, as well as NRA-endorsed 
Tennessee Sen. Lamar Alexander, the only GOP 
leader to back Sotomayor. 

That’s not to say that the NRA’s late decision to 


wade in hasn’t had an impact. Many Republicans 
who were considered possible “yes” votes for 
Sotomayor — including Utah Sen. Orrin Hatch, 
Georgia Sens. Saxby Chambliss and Johnny 
Isakson, and Texas Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison — 
switched sides after the NRA’s announcement. 
The NRA derives much of its considerable 
clout from what has become a kind of mantra on 
Capitol Hill: Defy the gun lobby on something it 
cares about and face recriminations at the polls; 
back it and enjoy a substantial political boost. 
Sotomayor has failed to say gun rights are “fun- 
damental” and apply to states, but has said she’d 
keep an open mind if they came up in court.

WASHINGTON — The false allega- 
tion that President Barack Obama was 
born in another country is more than a 
fact-free smear.

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CNN’s Dobbs 
a challenge 
for his own

NEW YORK — He’s become 
a publicity nightmare for CNN, 
embarrassed his boss and hosted 
a show that

Lou Dobbs 
keep his job? 

It’s not a 
simple  an- 
swer. CNN insists it is standing 
behind Dobbs, despite calls for 
his head from critics of his report- 
ing on “birthers” — those who 
believe President Barack Obama 
wasn’t born in the United States 
despite convincing evidence to 
the contrary. Dobbs’ work has 
been so unpopular that even Ann 
Coulter has criticized him. 

CNN U.S. President Jon Klein 
said those stories were OK be- 
cause they were about the con- 
troversy and weren’t actually 
questioning the facts. But critics 
suggest Klein is parsing words, 
that even raising the issue lends 
it credence. 

Joked The Washington Post’s 
TV columnist Lisa de Moraes: it 
“explains their upcoming docu- 
mentary: ‘The World: Flat. We 
Report — You Decide.’ ” 

Dobbs hasn’t made it any easi- 
er by using his radio show to fight 
back at critics, who he called 
“limp-minded, lily-livered lefty 
lemmings.” He considered going 
on CNN tormentor Bill O’Reilly’s 
Fox News show to thank him 
(O’Reilly says the birthers are 
wrong, but he defended Dobbs’ 
right to talk about it). 

“He’s embarrassed himself 
and he’s embarrassed CNN,” said 
Brooks Jackson, a former CNN 
correspondent. “And that’s not a 
good thing for any network that 
wants to be seen as a reputable, 
nonpartisan news organization.” 

So who needs the headache? 

Klein said Dobbs does a smart 
newscast that explores issues 
that get little in-depth attention 
elsewhere. He suggested Dobbs’ 
CNN work is unfairly lumped in 
with his unrelated radio show, 
and that he’s judged on the show 
he did acouple of years ago, when 
Dobbs became a political target 
for his campaigning against ille- 
gal immigration. 

The two men sat down after last 
year’s election to make changes, 
aware that the anti-immigrant 
Dobbs’ image ran counter to the 
brand CNN was trying to create. 
CNN calls itself the network of 
unbiased reporting compared to 
conservative commentators on 
Fox and liberal ones at MSNBC. 

Since then, Dobbs has been 
doing a relatively straight news- 
cast, Klein said. 

“He brings more than three 
decades of experience report- 
ing and broadcasting the news,” 
Klein said, “and that’s very valu- 
able to a news network.” 
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Naps not just for kids

If you find yourself fighting the 
urge to catch 40 winks in the mid- 
dle of the day, maybe it’s time to 
start snoozing and stop worrying 
about what your boss will think. 
You might be surprised how many 
co-workers will join you. 

Thirty-four percent of Ameri- 
cans take a nap on a typical day, 
according to the latest Pew Re- 
search Center Social & Demo- 
graphic Trends survey. For men 
older than 50, the prevalence of 
napping was 41 percent. The most 
enthusiastic nappers in the survey 
were blacks — half of those sur- 
veyed acknowledged taking a nap 
in the previous 24 hours. 

Napping for as little as 20 or 
30 minutes can “improve mood, 
alertness and performance,” ac- 
cording to the National Sleep 
Foundation. And today’s nappers 
are in good company — Albert 
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Einstein, Thomas Edison, Win- 
ston Churchill, John F. Kennedy 
and Ronald Reagan shared the 
habit, the foundation said. 

Napping is widespread among 
people in all U.S. regions, accord- 
ing to the survey. It’s a pastime of 
city dwellers, suburbanites and 
folks in rural areas. Single people 
are just as likely to nap as married 
people; so are parents, childless 
adults and empty-nesters. 

Not surprisingly, people who re- 
ported trouble sleeping the previ- 
ous night were more likely to take 
a nap (41 percent) compared with 
those who slept well (32 percent). 
Exercise also seemed to make 
people sleepy — 37 percent of 
people who recently had engaged 
in a vigorous workout said they 
napped, compared with 30 per- 
cent of loafers. 

Napping crossed all income lev- 
els, but it was most popular among 
people earning less than $30,000 
a year — 42 percent of them said 


they had napped in the past day. 
People earning between $75,000 
and $99,000 apparently were too 
busy to nap — only 21 percent of 
them did so — but once income 
rose past $100,000, napping be- 
came an affordable luxury, in- 
dulged by 33 percent of those 
surveyed. 

People with jobs were slightly 
more apt to nap on weekends, 
while people who were unem- 
ployed or retired showed a prefer- 
ence for weekday naps. 

The survey found that 18 per- 
cent of respondents who described 
themselves as “very happy” had 
napped in the previous day, com- 
pared with 24 percent of folks who 
said they were “pretty happy” and 
46 percent who said they were “not 
too happy.” Maybe that’s partly 
because people who reported dis- 
tress about their financial situa- 
tion (regardless of income) were 
twice as likely to have trouble 
sleeping at night.

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So far, hurricane season has been a breeze 


Experts point out a slow start doesn’t mean it won't pick up

MIAMI — As hurricane sea- 
sons go, 2009 has been perfect. 

Two months in — a third of 
the way through — and the trop- 
ics have spun out zero tropical 
storms, zero hurricanes and one 
piffle of a depression that melted 
harmlessly in the North Atlantic. 

Wouldn’t it be wonderful if that 
were a harbinger of months to 
come? 

No such luck. 

“Yes, it seems slow compared 
to the last couple of years, but this 
is nothing out of the ordinary,” 
said Dennis Feltgen, spokesman 
for the National Hurricane Cen- 
ter in West Miami-Dade County. 

Many a hurricane season has 
started slowly, only to acceler- 
ate right about now. In 2004, for

instance, the first named storm 
didn’t pop up until July 31. 

“That was the same year that 
had Charley, Frances, Ivan and 
Jeanne,” Feltgen said. “We ended 
up with 15 named storms.” 

Think back to 1992, when the 
first tropical storm formed Aug. 
17. In a week’s time, it morphed 
into Hurricane Andrew and 
steamrolled across South Miami- 
Dade as the last Category 5 storm 
to hit the United States. 

This year has fallen short of the 
typical June-July production of 
one to two named storms. Nothing 
has even come close to whipping 
up into tropical storm strength, 
said Richard Pasch, a forecaster 
at the hurricane center. 

But the tropics historically heat 
up in August and peak in Septem- 
ber before slowly cooling down 
by season’s end on Nov. 30. 


In May, the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administra- 
tion issued its annual long-range 
forecast, predicting a near-nor- 
mal 2009 season with nine to 14 
named storms and four to seven 
hurricanes. The agency will issue 
a revised forecast on Aug. 6 with 
one significant new influence to 
factor in: El Nino. Scientists re- 
cently pronounced that climate 
condition was officially in place 
and possibly growing stronger in 
coming months. 

Gerry Bell, NOAA’s lead 
seasonal hurricane forecaster, 
wouldn’t say how or if El Nino 
might change the agency’s up- 
dated outlook. But the weather 
pattern frequently tends to tamp 
down the tropics. The condition, 
for instance, tends to increase 
wind shear aloft, Bell said. “That 
wind just blows developing tropi-

Fox gets 12 hours on AFN

The problem is in the system 


“First under fire, then under arrest” 
(article, July 28) states that “the Army re- 
leased a study ... that found that the trau- 
ma of fierce combat and soldier refusals 
or obstacles to seeking mental health care 
may have helped drive some to violence at 
home. It said more study is needed.” 

More study, indeed! Combining the psy- 
chological impact of training soldiers for 
delivering mortality to an enemy, doing so, 
and the outdated systems methodology of 
deployment and redeployment has led us 
to punish soldiers for a system and psycho- 
logical result we have made. It would be 
the equivalent of tossing a soldier’s room, 
then punishing him. As Adm. Mike Mullen 
once said, our peacetime processes are not 
conducive to a wartime reality. 

The problem is not found in the profi- 
cient necessities of war preparation. The 
problem is the system as a whole, from the 
moment we recruit a soldier to the time his 
military career is complete. The military 
represents a temporary life-support sys- 
tem. What happens to soldiers after prepa- 
ration is the place for further study. 

The soldier is rejecting normalcy dur- 
ing and after deployment and has become 
co-dependent or attached to the tempo- 
rary life-support system. For most, it has 
become truer than the reality that awaits 
them. Upon return, the temporary life- 
support system goes away and is replaced 
by another system with the same func- 
tion. Those who get out are lost; those 
who transfer or remain do not effectively 
regenerate. 

Long-term problem: Our postwar citi- 
zens are more likely to develop a counter- 
culture more destructive than any we have 
seen from past wars. Perhaps we are study- 
ing in the wrong direction. Perhaps we 
need to launch a study of how soldiers and 
families transition from training, to unit, 
pre-deployment, deployment, on leave, re- 
deployment, transfer (permanent change 
of station) and back again healthily.

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Better to risk the odd gaffe than to clam up

sn’t it great to have a president who 
[= something foolish or impolitic 
from time to time? 

With his remark that the Cambridge, 
Mass., police acted “stupidly” in arresting 
Henry Louis Gates Jr., President Barack 
Obama extended the story by a week or 
more and turned a nice litthe summer 
amusement for the political opinion in- 
dustry into a “teachable moment,” which 
means something everyone must get se- 
rious about. Obama also solidified his 
reputation as a foot-in-mouther almost as 
accomplished as his vice president. Before 
Gates and the police, there was his joke 
about Nancy Reagan conducting seances 
in the White House, and then an unfortu- 
nate (though very common) use of the Spe- 
cial Olympics as a punch line, and so on. 

But Obama’s rhetorical goofs usually 
are different from Joe Biden’s momen- 
tum-mouth, just as they are different from 
the empty-headed nonsense of George W. 
Bush and the bizarre country-club-bar 
chatter of Bush’s father. They are also dif- 
ferent from the standard political “gaffe,” 
which, as we know, is when a politician ac- 
cidentally tells the truth. Obama’s goofs 
are generally not a result of speaking the 
truth. They come from thinking things 
through incompletely. It turns out that the 
police officer who arrested Skip Gates was 
not necessarily acting “stupidly” and that 
Gates might have been doing just that. The 
president ultimately came up with a typi- 
cally elegant formulation, describing the 
episode as a misunderstanding between 
“two good men.” Wouldn’t it have been 
better if he had just kept quiet until all the 


facts were in and all his thoughts were in 
order? 

No, it would not have been better. The 
media, in their ill-fitting role as guard- 
ians of civility, now lecture the president 
on the special responsibilities of his office. 
His own aides no doubt shake their heads 
and tell one another that this is what hap- 
pens when the man goes “off the reserva- 
tion” — that is, when he fails to follow the 
script they have written for him. And of 
course the Limbaughs and Gingriches of 
the world are so upset that they can barely 
contain their delight at having this stick to 
beat Obama with. 

The rituals of umbrage that have be- 
come so big a part of our political narra- 
tive aren’t just tedious. They do real harm. 
Very often the offense taken is completely 
phony, such as during last fall’s campaign 
when Obama stood accused of insulting 
Sarah Palin and all of womankind by using 
the phrase “lipstick on a pig.” Three prob- 
lems here. First, the whole fuss was stagey 
and false. Second, it consumed valuable at- 
tention when citizens had more important 
subjects they should have been thinking 
and talking about. And third, it encour- 
aged further fancied slights. 

But even when the remark at issue is gen- 
uinely unfortunate and the offense taken 
isn’t completely imaginary, the fuss is usu- 
ally excessive and damaging. The people 
who declare that a president has a special 
responsibility not to say anything offensive 
have it wrong. The president has a special 
responsibility to address important top- 
ics and to say important things. That can’t 
be done in a thin-skinned political culture 
obsessed with gaffes, and with a citizenry 
overly quick to take offense. 
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The more concerned you are to avoid 
saying anything wrong or offensive, the 
less likely you are to say anything inspiring 
or true. We have elected a president with a 
speculative mind. He wrote a book worth 
reading — wrote it himself! — even before 
running for president. It’s interesting to 
hear what he thinks about various subjects 
— even those that don’t immediately affect 
his own presidency. But every teachable 
episode we put him through teaches him 
that speculation is risky. And the riskier 
we make it, the less of it we’re likely to get. 

Jokes are a Slightly different category, 
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but the dynamic is the same. The more we 
punish jokes that fall flat, the fewer good 
ones we’re likely to get. Just as presidents 
start by chafing at the Secret Service and 
end up enjoying life inside the cocoon, they 
start by speaking their minds and gradu- 
ally learn that it’s safer and easier to live 
by the Teleprompter. 

We complain about politicians who talk 
in pre-tested and rehearsed sound bites, 
but we punish anyone who strays too far 
into his or her own thinking.

Blueprint exists to achieve success in Afghanistan

uly was the deadliest month ever in 
AE Afghanistan war for U.S. and 
NATO forces. 

There’s another ominous fact: Road- 
side bomb attacks on coalition forces have 
raced past previous records, hitting 736 
in June, more than double the number 
of March, setting a record for the fourth 
straight month. 

The spike in violence comes amid a surge 
of 21,000 American troops into Afghani- 
stan, under a new commander and with a 
still-developing strategy for what some are 
calling the second Afghanistan war. 

American and NATO forces never 
stopped fighting after the U.S-led invasion 
of 2001, of course. But they haven’t won. In 
the past year, the Taliban have regrouped 
and threatened to overrun major swaths of 
Afghanistan again. 

Now, borrowing a page from the suc- 
cessful Iraq surge, American commanders 
are stressing security, economic develop- 
ment and political progress over raw mili- 
tary force. “We will not win based on the 
number of Taliban we kill, but instead on 
our ability to separate insurgents from the 
people,” according to a recent tactical di- 
rective from the new American command- 
er in Afghanistan, U.S. Army Gen. Stanley 
McChrystal. 

Allied commanders hope to enlist the 
Afghan people in expelling the Taliban 
and other terrorists, much the way Sunni 
tribesmen joined American forces in Iraq 
to fight al-Qaida. There are glimmers of 
progress. In recent days came reports that 
villagers in eastern Afghanistan turned 
on the Taliban and attacked, after being 


promised development money and secu- 
rity by Afghan officials. In a recent inter- 
view, Defense Secretary Robert Gates was 
unusually blunt about the prospects in Af- 
ghanistan. “After the Iraq experience, no- 
body is prepared to have a long slog where 
it is not apparent we are making headway. 
The troops are tired; the American people 
are pretty tired.” 

Granted. Last spring, President Barack 
Obama promised some clear benchmarks 
for progress in Afghanistan. So far, how- 
ever, the administration hasn’t delivered. 

Those benchmarks are critical. 

Americans need to know, for example, 
whether the allies have enough troops to 
“clear and hold” key areas, as the devel- 
oping strategy demands. Remember, Af- 
ghanistan is larger in both territory and 
population than Iraq. And the combined 


allied forces number 97,000, far below Iraq 
levels even as the war there winds down. 

The United States can’t provide more 
troops immediately and NATO countries 
won’t. But ultimately, Afghanistan army 
and police forces need to do the job. So far, 
progress in building those forces has been 
frustratingly slow and uneven. 

A successful counterinsurgency cam- 
paign starts not in Kabul but in local com- 
munities. Tracking desperately needed 
projects like roads, wells, clinics, schools is 
an important gauge. Those won’t get built 
unless aid workers can be protected from 
insurgents. 

Cutting the Taliban’s chief cash source 
— opium — won’t be done by eradicating 
the poppy crop. The better way: help farm- 
ers plant and bring to market cash crops 
other than illicit opium. The problem in 


provinces like Helmand is that NATO and 
Afghan forces don’t control a lot of the ter- 
ritory where poppy is being grown. 

Another critical metric: Corruption. 
Bribery, extortion and drug trafficking 
among police and judges is widespread 
and has alienated local populations and 
spurred support for the Taliban. A stron- 
ger national police force — and redoubled 
efforts by Afghan President Hamid Karzai 
— are critical. 

Those are some of the measures by which 
the American people may judge, in the 
coming months, the war in Afghanistan. 

Almost eight years into this war, the al- 
lied objective remains: a country that will 
never again allow terrorists free rein to 
plot attacks against the U.S. and its allies. 
That’s still worth the fight.

Ravenswood, 50 miles north of 
Charleston. 


Many of state’s school 
districts ‘unacceptable’ 


AUSTIN — The number 

of Texas school districts 
rate by the state as “academically 
unacceptable” has increased to its 
highest level ever. 

“Academically unacceptable” is 
the lowest ranking in the state ac- 
countability system implemented 
in 1994. 

The accounting released by 
Texas Education Commissioner 
Robert Scott attributes the in- 
crease to dropout rates. 

However, new standards also 
led to an increase in the number 
of schools ranked as “exemplary,” 
the top rating in the accountability 
system. 


Bias suit by black U.S. 
Capitol officers revived 


DC WASHINGTON — A 


federal appeals court 
revived a discrimination lawsuit 
brought by more than 200 black 
police officers who claim they 
were mistreated by white supervi- 
sors with the U.S. Capitol Police. 

The black officers sued in 2001, 
charging white senior officers had 
created a hostile work environ- 
ment by regularly referring to 
them with derogatory terms like 
“gangsters” and in some cases, de- 
nying them promotions to the rank 
of sergeant or lieutenant. 

A lower court judge dismissed 
the case, saying most of the black 
officers had not fully pursued me- 
diation before filing the lawsuit.

She’s accused of exchanging her 
used syringes with saline solution 
for ones with a painkiller meant 
for patients even though she knew 
she was infected. 

She faces federal charges of 
tampering with a consumer prod- 
uct, creating a counterfeit con- 
trolled substance, and obtaining a 
controlled substance by deception 
or subterfuge.

MIAMI — The Chicago Cubs 
lost ace Carlos Zambrano and 
slugger Aramis Ramirez to inju- 
ries. They blew an early six-run 
lead, and then a three-run lead 
one strike from victory. They ran 
out of players and had Alfonso 
Soriano changing positions after 
each batter in the final inning. 

Yet they won. 

Derrek Lee led off the 10th 
with a home run Saturday night, 
and the Cubs beat the relentless 
but hapless Florida Marlins 9-8. 

“It was crazy,” Lee said. “Back 
and forth.” 

Florida staged an _ impres- 
sive comeback in the ninth but 
couldn’t overcome leaving 14 
runners on base, committing 
three errors and allowing three 
unearned runs.

14, struck out 14 times and gave 
up nine walks.

CHICAGO — Melky Cabrera became the 
15th Yankees player and the first in 14 years 
to hit for the cycle, leading New York to an 8-5 
victory over the Chicago White Sox on Sunday 
afternoon to avert a four-game sweep. 

Cabrera hit a three-run homer in the second 
to give the Yankees a 3-0 lead, doubled in the 
fourth and chased Mark Buehrle (11-5) with 
an RBI single in the fifth. He then tripled to 
right leading off the ninth against Scott Line- 
brink, drawing a loud roar from a crowd that 
had showered Buehrle with cheers before his 
first start at home since his perfect game. 

This time, the fans saw something rare hap- 
pen at the plate. 

The cycle was the first by a Yankee since 
Tony Fernandez against Oakland on Sept. 3, 
1995, and the second by a White Sox oppo- 
nent in as many seasons. Minnesota’s Carlos 
Gomez did it on May 7, 2008. 

The four hits by Cabrera also tied a career 
high and lifted the Yankees to a much-needed 
victory after a 14-4 pounding the previous day 
left them just a half-game ahead of Boston in 
the AL East. It also helped them avoid their 
first four-game sweep by the White Sox in 
nine years and their first at Chicago since Au- 
gust 1964 and allowed them to prevail despite 
a shaky start by CC Sabathia (11-7). 


What looked like a promising matchup be- 
tween aces didn’t materialize. 

Staked to the early lead after Cabrera’s 
10th homer, Sabathia quickly gave it back in 
the fourth when Jermaine Dye hit a two-run 
shot and Jim Thome followed with his 559th 
homer. The Yankees responded by scoring 
two each in the fourth and fifth to grab a 7-4 
lead, and Sabathia settled down. 

It was still a three-run game when Gor- 
don Beckham chased Sabathia with a leadoff 
double in the eighth, Chicago’s 10th hit off 
Sabathia. Phil Hughes struck out Dye and 
walked Thome to put runners on first and sec- 
ond, bringing the tying run to the plate. Paul 
Konerko then struck out before Carlos Quen- 
tin hit an RBI single off Mariano Rivera, who 
had just entered the game, to make it 7-5. 

Rivera then pitched a scoreless ninth for his 
30th save in 31 chances.

White Sox 14, Yankees 4: Jayson Nix 
walked twice with the bases loaded as Chica- 
go won its third straight over New York by vic- 
timizing A.J. Burnett. The White Sox scored 
six runs in the second off A.J. Burnett and put 
up six more in the eighth in a 17-hit attack. 

Chicago lefty John Danks (9-7) worked six- 
plus innings for the victory, giving up seven 
hits and four runs.

MONTREAL — A second au- 
topsy performed at the request of 
former boxer Arturo Gatti’s fam- 
ily did not rule out homicide in his 
death. 

Michael Baden, the former 
chief pathologist for the New York 
State Police and host of the HBO 
TV show “Autopsy,” said Satur- 
day that an autopsy performed 
by Quebec coroners found that 
an investigation by Brazilian au- 
thorities was incomplete. 

The second autopsy came two 
days after Brazilian police classi- 
fied Gatti’s death a suicide. 

“There were definite injuries 
that had not been seen by the Bra- 
zilian authorities, but one needs a 
lot of additional information, in- 
cluding a toxicology which isn’t 
available yet, to come to a conclu- 
sion as to whether it’s homicide or 
suicide,” Baden said. 

Until Thursday, police in the 
northeastern Brazilian city of Re- 
cife considered Gatti’s death a ho- 
micide and held his wife, Amanda 
Rodrigues, as the prime suspect. 
Now, police say Gatti hanged 
himself with a handbag strap 
from a staircase column more 
than seven feet off the ground. 

Gatti’s family has rejected the 
conclusion that he committed sui- 
cide at an upscale resort in Brazil 
on July 11. 

Following the autopsy, Baden 
said it was apparent that the 
Brazilian investigation was 
incomplete. 

Toxicology tests will take place 
in Montreal in the coming weeks. 

Gatti, a Canadian who captured 
two world titles in his 16-year pro 
career, retired in 2007 with a re- 
cord of 40-9. 

Gatti’s wife, 23, was released 
last week after being held since 
July 12.

More than 10 years after his abrupt exit from Auburn, where he rose fast and fell faster, Terry Bowden 
is back coaching college football. He'll lead Division Il North Alabama this fall. 


Terry Bowden: coach again 


What a long, strange trip it’s been from Auburn to North Alabama

FLORENCE, Ala. — The fail- 
ure was sudden and dramatic, 
and it accomplished the seeming- 
ly impossible: sucking the energy 
and self-confidence from Terry 
Bowden. 

Bowden’s abrupt exit from 
Auburn’s football team nearly 11 
years ago left the unabashedly 
ambitious, ultraconfident coach 
full of self-doubt. 

“T think I suppressed so much 
depression and just unhappi- 
ness,” said Bowden, preparing 
for his first season coaching at 
Division II North Alabama. “You 
wake up for at least 30-45 min- 
utes every day and say, ‘Could I 
have done something different? 
How did that happen?’ 

“It crushed me. I was prob- 
ably unable to handle that degree 
of failure to the degree that it 
crushed me.” 

It kept the onetime coaching 
wunderkind, who won his first 20 
games as a major college coach, 
sidelined for nearly a decade, rel- 
egated to the comparatively safe 
world of TV studios, broadcasting 
booths and computer keyboards. 

Now he’s back. Back in the state 
where he gained fame and even- 
tually infamy, but far removed 
from Auburn and the powerful 
Southeastern Conference. Mostly, 
he’s just back coaching. 

At 53, Bowden has taken over 
a Division II power tucked away 
in the northwest corner of the 
state, a four-hour drive from Au- 
burn. Unlike the down-and-out 
programs he took over during a 
rapid ascent through the coach- 
ing ranks, the Lions have won 10 
games a season lately and made 
the national semifinals last year. 

“Now, he’s gotten to one that’s 
on top,” said Bowden’s father, 
Florida State coach Bobby 
Bowden. “It’s harder to maintain 
than to build.” 

That’s why Bowden calls this 
“the most professionally chal- 
lenging job I’ve ever had.” 

He has worked as a radio talk 
show host, ABC studio analyst, 
Westwood One broadcaster, In- 
ternet columnist and motivational 
speaker during his absence from 
the sidelines. 

Then he turned 50 and started 
wondering, “Is this what I want to 


do the rest of my life?” 

“I wanted to coach again and 
then I really wanted to coach 
again and that created the fire,” 
Bowden said. “And that got ev- 
erything going. That’s what made 
everything happen. It’s just the 
very normal male thing of reach- 
ing 50 and looking in the mirror.” 

He interviewed at his alma 
mater, West Virginia, but assis- 
tant Bill Stewart got the job to re- 
place Rich Rodriguez. 

Then he was broadcasting the 
Division II national champion- 
ship game in Florence and some- 
body slipped him a note asking if 
he’d be interested in coaching at 
North Alabama. 

Thus began the second act of a 
head coaching career that started 
at age 26 and took him to the SEC 
by 36. 

He led probation-racked Au- 
burn to 11 victories in 1993, one 
more than the Tigers had the 
previous two seasons combined. 
They wouldn’t lose until 10 games 
into the following season. 

That idyllic beginning didn’t 
lead to a happy ending. 

The 1998 season was a disas- 
ter, with injuries, academic prob- 
lems and other off-field issues 
for Bowden’s players. The Tigers 
started 1-5 and Bowden resigned, 
maintaining that he bolted only 
after influential trustee Bobby 
Lowder told him he would be 
fired. 

He moved to Orlando, Fla., and 
seldom returned to the state for 
speaking engagements. When 
Bowden began trying to get back 
into coaching, he figured Ala- 
bama was the last place he’d end 
up. 

Florence, with a population of 
about 37,000, is closer to the Mis- 
sissippi and Tennessee borders 
than to Auburn, though. 

“It’s not in the epicenter of con- 
troversy, [where] it’s just 365 days 
of bitter rivalry,’ Bowden said. 

He said Auburn fans have re- 
ceived him warmly, and that is 
nice because “I never could quite 
say goodbye.” 

Bowden still has the energy for 
coaching. With his family in Or- 
lando, where they’re trying to sell 
their house, he has spent many 
nights on the couch in his office. 

Jeff Bowden, a UNA assistant 
and former Florida State offen- 
sive coordinator, said his older 


brother frequently sends text 
messages at 4 a.m. to staffers. 

“What scares me about Terry, I 
never thought the batteries could 
get more charged than they are,” 
Jeff Bowden said. “I’ve never 
seen a coach like him that just 
went after everything, there was 
nothing he couldn’t do. 

“Now magnify that by five. He’s 
so hungry. It’s like 10 years off, 
those batteries are supercharged. 
He’s just working at a pace that’s 
tough to be around because it’s 
tough to hang with.” 

He calls Terry “the best foot- 
ball coach in our family, with the 
exception of maybe Dad.” Broth- 
er Tommy is a former head coach 
at Clemson and Tulane. 

Bowden has his 1993 Bear Bry- 
ant national coach of the year 
award prominently on the desk 
in his outer office, with two UNA 
purple and gold ties wrapped 
around it. 

He was the first Division I 
coach in more than five decades 
to reach 100 victories before his 
40th birthday. And Bowden, per- 
haps the coaching family’s biggest 
Type A personality, was calculat- 
ing how many victories he’d need 
to average to pass Bryant’s record 
for major college triumphs, since 
eclipsed by his father and Penn 
State’s Joe Paterno. 

Quick turnarounds at Salem 
College, Samford and Auburn 
hardly prepared him to cope with 


major setbacks. 
“T think I set myself up to be 
devastated when something 


came in that was too big for me to 
handle,” Bowden said. “Of all us, 
I was the personality that would 
hurt the most. I was the 5-5 guy 
that was proving something every 
minute.” 

Bowden said he isn’t necessar- 
ily looking at North Alabama as 
a launching pad back into a more 
high-profile gig or taking success 
for granted. 

“I’m realistic enough to know 
they have fired coaches here for 
not winning,” he said. “And if I 
win a lot, somebody might come 
along and offer me money that I'll 
really have a hard time turning 
down. But I’m not here to move 
on. I’ve been to Division I.” 

Plus, he added: “I’m 53, and a 
man at 53 sees life and objectives 
and satisfactions a little different 
than a guy of 36.”

SPARTA, Ky. — IndyCar simply wanted 
a better show. 

Ryan Briscoe and Ed Carpenter gave 
the series a little bit more than that. 

Briscoe slipped past the upstart Carpen- 
ter yards from the finish to take the Ken- 
tucky 300 on Saturday night, winning by 
0.162 seconds following a 10-lap duel that 
provided the kind of thrills that have been 
lacking during a mostly listless season. 

“T don’t know if I’ve ever been so excit- 
ed at the end of a race,” said Briscoe, who 
moved into the series points lead with his 
second victory of the year. “It was very 
hard-fought out there. It was a big win for 
me.” 

It was a victory for the series, too, which 
implemented a handful of changes earlier 
in the week in an effort to spice things up 
following a string of ho-hum races that 
produced more yawns than memorable 
moments. 

Carpenter almost gave the series a vic- 
tory for the ages. 

The hard-luck driver for Vision Racing 
nearly picked up his first career victory in 
his 94th start. He took the lead from Will 
Power with about 45 laps to go and held his 
ground despite racing in largely unfamil- 
iar territory. Carpenter entered the race 
having led just four laps his entire career. 
He led 34 on Saturday. 

“I was just trying to run as hard as I 
could and stay up front,’ Carpenter said 
after the first podium finish of his career. 
“Tt’s just been a tough year and I was hop- 
ing this was going to be a breakout race and 
we could get our season turned around.” 

So did the series, which could benefit 
from the kind of side-by-side racing that 
highlighted the final stages. Having a 
trouble-free race helped. Thanks to just 
one caution flag, the average speed was 
200.893 mph, the second-fastest in series 
history. 

“They did their job and we did our job 
and that’s it,” said Tony Kanaan, who fin- 
ished third a week after sustaining super- 
ficial first-degree burns in a cockpit fire in 
Edmonton. “The people who were expect- 
ing us to fail are probably disappointed 
right now. The old IRL is back. We’ll have 
some exciting races on the superspeed- 
ways again.” 

It’s what the series had it mind when it 
decided to give teams a little more wiggle 
room to fiddle with their cars. 

None of the modifications made a bigger 
impact than the “Push to Pass” button. 

The feature, a form of which was previ- 
ously used in the Champ Car series, gave 
drivers up to 20 extra horsepower when 
pushed depending on their fuel mixture. 

Drivers were limited to 20 pushes a race, 
and Carpenter went to the button early to 
make up ground. He had little trouble

moving up from his 14th starting position, 
though even he was a little surprised by 
his ability to hang with the leaders. At one 
point he radioed to his team that he never 
thought he’d get to race so close to a Team 
Penske car like the one driven by Briscoe. 

Briscoe is used to such battles, but he 
seemed to be out of it after scraping the 
wall on lap 129. 

No biggie. He kept pecking away, 
eventually getting into a four-car break- 
away with Carpenter, Kanaan and Helio 
Castroneves. 

The cars in the pack stayed within a few 
lengths of one another over the final dozen 
laps, with Briscoe riding up front just off 
the outside of Carpenter. 

Carpenter did his best to hold the line, 
but Briscoe kept finding a way to nip him 
at the start/finish line. Briscoe’s secret? 
The button. 

“T would time my push-to-pass button so 
I would get the extra power through Turns 
3 and 4,” he said. “I was just jumping in my 
seat trying to get in front of him across the 
finish line. It just worked out perfectly.” 

Barely. Carpenter kept edging out a little 
farther up the track over the last five laps 
hoping to buy an extra couple of inches. 

“It was tough,” Briscoe said. “I didn’t 
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know if I was imagining it or Ed Carpen- 
ter’s line was getting wider and wider 
every lap. Roger [Penske] was in my ear 
saying ‘harder, harder.” 

The victoryn catapulted Briscoe into the 
points lead with five races remaining and 
ended a frustrating stretch during which 
he finished second five times since his sea- 
son-opening victory at St. Petersburg. 

“Briscoe needed this one. He’s been sec- 
ond, second, second,” Penske said. “It’s a 
great day for us.” 

It wasn’t such a great day for pole sitter 
Scott Dixon, who entered the race with a 
small lead over Briscoe and Chip Ganassi 
Racing teammate Dario Franchitti. 

Dixon dominated the first half of the race 
but slipped back following a caution on lap 
123. Anxious to make up ground, he broke 
too early on the restart and was forced to 
give the spots back by race officials. The 
penalty seemed to sap his momentum and 
he finished seventh. 

NASCAR Nationwide Series: The in- 
augural Nationwide Series race at Iowa 
Speedway came down to a two-man battle 
between points leader Kyle Busch and top 
series regular Brad Keselowski. 

In a twist that’s becoming all too com- 
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er in rare IRL thriller 


mon for Busch, he was forced to settle for 
yet another second-place finish Saturday. 

Keselowski passed Busch with eight laps 
left with a gutsy move down the stretch and 
held on for his fourth career victory. Kesel- 
owski stayed on the track during a caution 
period late in the race, a risk that paid off 
with his second victory of the year. 

Keselowski also won at Dover on May 
30, in addition to a Sprint Cup Series vic- 
tory at Talladega in April. 

“T couldn’t have asked for a better fin- 
ish,” Keselowski said. “It’s lot more fun to 
say I beat Kyle heads-up. That means a lot 
to me.” 

Busch, who started at the back after 
spending the morning in Pennsylvania 
practicing for Sunday’s Sprint Cup race at 
Pocono, led for 84 laps. He has nine con- 
secutive top-two finishes, tying the series 
record set by Jack Ingram in 1983. 

Busch wasn’t all that thrilled about such 
a distinction.

NASCAR Camping World Trucks: Ron 
Hornaday Jr. raced to his record fifth 
straight truck victory, easily holding off 
Brian Scott in a green-white-checker fin- 
ish Saturday night at Nashville Super- 
speedway in Gladeville, Tenn. 

“Five! Can you believe that?” the 51- 
year-old Hornaday said. 

The Kevin Harvick Inc. driver has six 
victories this year to push his series-record 
total to 44 in 239 career starts. He also has 
a record three season titles. 

Hornaday became the third driver in 
NASCAR’s three national series to win as 
many as five races in a row. In Sprint Cup, 
Richard Petty won 10 races in a row in 
1967 and five straight in 1971, and Bobby 
Allison also won five straight in 1971. 

“This is unbelievable. You can never 
compare to The King (Petty) and Bobby 
Allison, but this is an honor to just be in the 
same book as they are,” Hornaday said. 

Hornaday passed first-time pole-sitter 
Timothy Peters on the 34th lap of the 150- 
lap event on the 1.333-mile concrete oval, 
and led a race-high 115 laps. 

The start was delayed about 35 minutes 
while rain moved through the area. Then 
on lap 102, the caution flag waved as rain 
pelted the grandstands. NASCAR deemed 
the track surface to be safe and the race 
went green on lap 105.

ROME — Michael Phelps and 
the U.S. 400-meter medley relay 
team closed the fastest meet in 
swimming history with an appro- 
priate finish Sunday night — the 
43rd world record. 

Phelps earned his fifth gold 
medal in a world championships 
that showed he’s still got plenty of 
motivation, even after winning a 
record eight times in the Bejing 
Olympics. 

Swimming the butterfly leg, 
Phelps helped the United States 
pull away from Germany and 
Australia to win in 3 minutes, 
27.28 seconds. That easily broke 
the mark of 3:29.34 set by the 
Americans at Beijing. 

“That relay brings out the best

had surgery when he got home 
and has been cancer-free since. 

“What a great way to end it,” 
said Shanteau, who had missed 
an individual gold by one-hun- 
dredth of a second in the 200 
breaststroke. “To finally get it, 
that gold medal, was an unbeliev- 
able feeling.” 

Also Sunday, Ryan Lochte won 
his fourth gold of the champion- 
ships and Germany’s Britta Stef- 
fen matched her 50-100 freestyle 
sweep in Beijing. 

No such glory for American 
Dara Torres, 42. The senior citi- 
zen of the pool finished last in her 
only individual final. 

Taking advantage of Phelps’ 
absence, Lochte added the 400 in- 
dividual medley title to his medal 
haul in the championships. Lochte 


also won the 200 IM along with 
two relay golds, in addition to tak- 
ing bronze in the 200 backstroke. 

Lochte was far off Phelps’ world 
record in the 400 IM, touching 
first in 4:07.01. Phelps won gold 
at Beijing in 4:03.84, but decided 
to scale back his program head- 
ing into what will be his final 
Olympics. 

The Americans went 1-2 even 
without Phelps. Tyler Clary came 
on strong in the freestyle to beat 
Hungary’s Laszlo Cseh, taking 
silver in 4:07.31. Cseh settled for 
bronze at 4:07.37. 

Steffen was awesome. She set 
her third world record of the meet 
in winning the 50 free in 23.73. 

The German repeated her 
Olympic feat in a blistering race, 
beating the mark of 23.96 held 


with Canada’s Ryan Cochrane, 
Mellouli steadily pulled away to 
win in 14:37.28, though short of 
Grant Hackett’s 8-year-old world 
record of 14:34.56. 

A pair of world records fell in 
non-Olympic events. 

Liam Tancock broke his own 
world record to win the 50 back- 
stroke. The British swimmer 
touched in 24.04, eclipsing the 
mark of 24.08 he set the previ- 
ous day in the semifinals. Japan’s 
Junya Koga claimed silver and 
South Africa’s Gerhard Zandberg 
earned bronze. 

Russia’s Yuliya Efimova set 
a world record while edging 
American Rebecca Soni in the 
50 breaststroke. Efimova won 
in 30.09, breaking the record of 
30.23 set by Canada’s Amanda 
Reason less than a month ago. 
The next two also went under the 
old mark, with Soni (30.11) taking 
silver and Australia’s Sarah Kat- 
soulis (30.16) the bronze.

Vikings QB Jackson injures knee 


MANKATO, Minn. — Minnesota Vi- 
kings quarterback Tarvaris Jackson’ 
sprained the MCL in his left knee on Sat- 
urday, but avoided serious injury, a person 
with knowledge of his condition told The 
Associated Press. 

The person requested anonymity be- 
cause the team did not make an official 
announcement. 

Coach Brad Childress declined to di- 
vulge specifics but said Jackson would be 
OK. 

During a morning practice, defensive 
tackle Letroy Guion got tangled up with of- 
fensive linemen and fell to the ground just 
as Jackson was stepping up in the pocket. 
The 303-pound tackle rolled up on Jack- 
son’s leg. 

Jackson received attention at a tent on 
the side of the field before heading to the 
locker room. 

He had an MRI, which revealed the most 
mild form of a sprain. 


Jackson is in a competition with Sage 
Rosenfels to be the starting quarterback 
after Brett Favre decided not to come out 
of retirement and join the Vikings. 

On Sunday, the Vikings agreed to terms 
with first-round draft pick Percy Harvin 
on a five-year deal. 

Harvin, a receiver out of Florida, missed 
the first two days of training camp while 
his agent negotiated a contract. Terms 
were not disclosed. 


Broncos’ Bailey back at practice 


ENGLEWOOD, Colo. — Champ Bailey 
returned to the practice field and coach 
Josh McDaniels’ good graces Saturday 
after failing his conditioning test 48 hours 
earlier. 

The perennial Pro Bowl cornerback said 
at first he was angry with the Denver Bron- 
cos’ new head coach but came to realize 
McDaniels made the right move in holding 
him out of Friday’s two practices. 

Bailey was banished to the weight room 
during Friday’s practices, and Bailey said it 
was difficult to accept such a punishment. 

Bailey sat out much of last season, miss- 
ing seven games because of a torn groin 


and then undergoing elbow surgery in the 
offseason after having his streak of eight 
Pro Bowl selections in a row end. 

Although Bailey was eager to return, 
Jarvis Moss, the Broncos’ top draft pick in 
2007, left camp Saturday amid TV reports 
he’s contemplating retirement. 

Moss signed a nearly $15 million, five- 
year contract as the 17th overall pick out 
of Florida in 2007, but he recorded just 31/2 
sacks in two NFL seasons.

After unusual splurge, ‘we have a great club now

ST. LOUIS 
t appears the St. Louis Cardinals 
are finally willing to pay the price 
for victory. 

Since late June, the franchise has 
been on an out-of-character splurge. Mar- 
quee pickup Matt Holliday is the third re- 
cent lineup addition, joining Mark DeRosa 
and Julio Lugo on a team jockeying for the 
lead in a weak NL Central. 

“We’re never done shopping, but we 
feel like we have a great club now,” team 
chairman Bill DeWitt said before the trade 
deadline. 

It’s an embarrassment of riches for man- 
ager Tony La Russa, who had gotten used 
to squeezing every ounce of production out 
of his rosters in recent seasons. 

Los Angeles Dodgers manager Joe Torre 
joked that La Russa no longer has need for 
such innovations as batting his pitcher 
eighth, a ploy that gave him a second lead- 
off-type hitter the second time around to 
pack the bases for Albert Pujols. Or con- 
stantly fiddling with the lineup card, using 
91 combinations in the first 104 games. 

La Russa says simply: “I don’t think we 
give up a talent edge to anybody.” 

There’s a lot more bounce in everyone’s 
step these days, a natural spring that comes 
with the sense the franchise is doing ev- 
erything it can to win. Everyone is aboard, 
even those in a fight to get on the lineup 
card. 

“No reason to resent not playing,” in- 
fielder Brendan Ryan said. “This is a fun 
ballclub to be a part of and hopefully we’ve 
got a chance to do something special.” 

It’s a huge switch from the previous two 
seasons, when the Cardinals failed to fol- 
low up on their 2006 World Series cham- 
pionship while jettisoning aging talent and 
allowing injuries to drag them down. 

Last year at this time, St. Louis didn’t 
actively pursue trades. Instead, the Cardi- 
nals relied on activating oft-injured pitch- 
ers Chris Carpenter and Mark Mulder 
from the disabled list. Together, the pair 
worked 17 innings as the Cardinals slowly 
sank to fourth place. 

There were no major moves in 2007, ei- 
ther, to rescue a team dragged down by in- 
juries to Carpenter, Jim Edmonds, David 
Eckstein and Scott Rolen. 

“T think the right opportunity wasn’t 
there,’ DeWitt said, speaking generally 
about the recent past. “Or the asking price 
was too great.” 

This year, it felt right to take the plunge. 
The only real hole they had to fill was at 
third base, with DeRosa taking over for 
Troy Glaus, still rehabbing from shoulder 
surgery in January. 

The big-deal drought is over, DeWitt 
said, because the price was finally right.

Again and again and again. DeRosa cost 
the Cardinals potential future closer Chris 
Perez. The Cardinals sent struggling out- 
fielder Chris Duncan to Boston for Lugo, 
who had been outrighted with more than a 
year left in a big deal. 

Three top prospects, including 2008 
first-round 

pick Brett Wallace, went to Oakland for 
Holliday, due for free agency after the sea- 
son. The franchise has put more emphasis 
on organizational development in recent 
years, leading to the departure of general 
manager Walt Jocketty, yet recent actions 
show they’re still more than willing to bar- 
ter prospects for proven talent. 


“We’ve always been interested in win- 
ning now; it’s what opportunities are 
there,’ DeWitt said. “We felt our offense 
needed beefing up and when we had an op- 
portunity to get an impact player, a premi- 
um player, an All-Star, that doesn’t come 
along every day.” 

The Cardinals walloped the Dodgers, 
who were jockeying with the New York 
Yankees for the majors’ best record, by a 
combined 16-1 in consecutive games last 
week without a contribution from Pujols. 
The two-time NL MVP, who leads the ma- 
jors in homers and RBIs, is suddenly sur- 
rounded by talent and no longer forced to 
carry the offense. 


It’s a different story for opposing pitch- 
ers, DeRosa said. “There’s no room to 
breathe. At any point, we can rattle off two 
or three runs.” 

None of the pickups is viewed as a rent- 
al, either. The Cardinals have long cov- 
eted Holliday as a complement to Pujols, 
and will pursue a multiyear contract once 
they’ve given Holliday a chance to soak in 
his new surroundings. 

That strategy worked in the past with 
Mark McGwire, Edmonds and Rolen. 

“Certainly, we’d love to sign Matt Holli- 
day long term and that’ll be our objective,” 
DeWitt said. “When you make a move like 
this as we did with Rolen, Edmonds, McG- 
wire and others, you hope they’! get in this 
atmosphere and want to stay here.” 

More than $18.5 million will come off the 
books after this season from the contracts 
of Glaus and Khalil Greene, sidelined 
much of the season due to social anxiety 
disorder. That money could help finance 
deals for Holliday and DeRosa, and keep 
the payroll from ballooning too much be- 
yond $100 million. 

The downside: They’ve got to rebuild the 
farm system a bit. 

Pitchers Clayton Mortensen (Oakland) 
and Jess Todd (Cleveland) made their 
major league debuts earlier this year with 
St. Louis. Director of player development 
Jeff Luhnow had grown close to all the 
prospects, but noted, “There comes a time 
when you’ve got to separate.” 

“We’re all on board,” Luhnow said. “To 
get a player like Holliday, who’s going to 
say no to that?” 
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
